Kirk McDowell had to work through the 
pack to get up to the lead and then 
had a battle with his father, Frank 
McDowell, before taking the lead. Jay 
Lewis on a Yamaha then proceeded to 
fight it out with the older McDowell 
but Frank finally got ahead and that 
was the way it finished, Kirk won it, 
but his dad took home the trophy. Kirk 
is Expert and Frank Amateur and the 
Experts did not receive trophies as it 
was a benefit. 

The 250 Novice class had John 
Lohof jumping off into the lead and 
it looked for a bit like a runaway for 
him, but Greeves-mounted Gordon John- 
son gut up a head of steam and grad- 
ually gained on him until he was right 
on Lohof's tail. He was never able to 
pass, but boy he had the heat on! The 
250 Experts featured Doug Yerkes on a 
Bultaco repeating his last week's win, 
but he had to work to do it. George 
Omo ona very fast Montesa, Jim Bassey 
on a Suzuki and Leonard Earl on a 
Harley were all after him, and the 
third moto in particular developed into 
drag races down the front straight. 


21 Inch Expert Class 

Three riders from Long BeachHonda, 
John Rice, Clyde Litch and Bill Bell 
showed up to do battle in the 21 inch 
Expert Class. They provided plenty of 
thrills for the spectators and are plan- 
ning to race every week to keep that 
class going. There was a time when 
the 21 inch Expert class was a wing- 
ding with most of the big names who 
are now on 500s or Open machines 
competing in it. With more Experts out 
there they can have their own class. 
Just ask any 21 inch Expert how it

In the 
first moto, John Rice had a tremendous 
lead and then almost came to a stop 
on the back straight when he found out 
in a hurry that he hadn't turned his 
gas on! Clyde Litch shot by him and 
John R. got going again to scrap with 
Bill Bell and then pass Clyde just 
before the finish line to win. The Am- 
ateur 21 inch was almost as exciting 
with Terry White and Jack Code, both 
on Hondas, really riding hard. 

The 500 Amateur saw the recent 
hard-luck man of that class, Bruce 
Jackson, deck it again after getting a 
real good start, ending what promised 
to be a good scrap between him and 
hard-riding Mike Posey, also BSA- 
mounted, who eventually won.

The 500 Experts went at it in great 
Style, including some of them going 
down at least once, but it was hard- 
charging Phil Brown who showed them 
the way around. Behind Brown, racing 
was so close that it was odds-up who 
would finish second and third. Jim 
Hunter finally did, but not after having 
to fight off Monte Darling who is now

NEIL KEEN: Motorcycle Racers Inc. is 
a cooperative riders' union, single- 
mindedly dedicated to the propogation 
of professional motorcycle racing. It 
enjoys the membership of the majority 
of the serious participants in California 
as well as the cream of the Eastem 
riders. We of course have many members 
who are not racers.

TANNER WINS 5 MILE 


Sammy Tanner, the pride of Ascot, 
and the leading half-miler in the west, 
won the annual 5-Mile National dirt 
track championship last Sunday after- 
noon at Elkhorn, Wisconsin. 

Tanner won with an impressive ride 
from start to finish in the ten-lap final 
before an all-time record crowd in the 
small Southern Wisconsin town that 
boasts of having a **picture"' half-mile 
oval. 

The grandstands were jammed from 
top to bottom and even the standing 
roon was filled all along the front and 
back straightaways to see the first 
meeting of the year between Tanner and 
Bart Markel. Both riders won their 
respective heat races as did Oklahoma’s 
Fred Nix. 

At the start of the final the twelve 
fastest riders from an entry list of nearly 
50 Experts blasted off the line. Markel 
took a quick lead but the race was 
black-flagged when  Ohio's George 
Roeder went through a chain link fence 
in the first turn. Roeder was later pro- 
mounced allright but did not re-enter 
the race on the restart. 

Again it was Markel off the line with 
Tanner right behind. Tanner took the 
lead on the third lap and continued to 
pul away from the Grand National 
Champ. Mert Lawwill got off dead last 
with a poor start and was soon half a 
lap back of the leaders before he built

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AMERICAN COMPETITION 
AT THE CROSSROADS 


The American Motorcycle Association is presently the largest and most 
powerful motorcycle race-sanctioning body in the United States. Last year the 
Motorcycle & Allied Trades Association, which controls the AMA, expanded 
its membership. This reorganization has made available enough money and, 
most important, more brain-power to the newly-christened Motorcycle, Scooter 
& Allied Trades Association than was ever available to the old M&ATA. 

One of the first edicts to come from national the Competition Committee 
of the AMA was the ruling that this year, for the first time, racers have to 
make a choice at some point in their careers, whether to ride professional 
AMA races only or non-professional (sportsman) AMA races only. 

The AMA is fully within its rights in requiring its riders to make this 
decision. A rider may wish to learn how to race as a sportsman, then apply 
for a professional competitor's license. But once he has obtained an Amateur 
or Expert pro license he cannot race in a non-professional AMA race and keep 
his professional standing. He can choose to forfeit his pro license and be- 
come a sportsman racer again, or he can ride any other association's events 
without jeopardizing his AMA professional standing (in California, at least). 


One Association or Many? 

Within the last couple of years a new association has grown to give the 
AMA considerable competition in Southern California. Called the American 
Cycle Association, owned and operated part time by Wes Cooley, the ACA is 
able to act quickly. It is financed by entry fees and memberships, as well as 
Cooley's sizeable salary as executive of a Santa Ana drug marketing firm. 
With the help of a few dedicated volunteers, who make no secret of their dis- 
appointment with AMA progress, the ACA manages to stage a monthly road 
race, a scramble and two weekly short track races in the L.A. area. Through 
his club’s indirect affiliation with the Federation Internationale de Motor- 
cycliste, Cooley recently openedthe choice Riverside Raceway to motorcycles 
for a world championship event. 

In Drag racing, the American Hot Rod Association has taken over from 
the AMA by default and now sanctions motorcycles under a good new set of 
rules that our drag racing columnist, Bob Ebeling, helped to write. 

In Northern California, the American Federation of Motorcyclists sanc- 
tions aseries of road races for its members, and lately the Southern California 
branch of the FIM became active again by opening Whiteman Park to motor- 
cycle Grand Prix racing. 

Healthy Competition- 

Without doubt, the future will bring at least one more major sanctioning 
body into being, making a total of five associations scheduling events on the 
California racing calendar. With any luck, we should find the competition be- 
tween them healthy for the sport, with each association trying to-outdraw the 
others by staging better events, with better promotion under better rules 
than we now have. 

Last week Cycle News promised to present the “other side” of the cur- 
rently raging controversy over professional versus non-professional motor- 
cycle racing. Which is not to say there are only two sides to the controversy. 
Like any subject with depth it has many facets, many factions which make 
up the whole. 

And some weeks ago we promised an editorial titled “What happens when 
you swap your headlight for a number plate,” intended to describe the transi- 
tion from competition enthusiast to competition rider. 

The interview with Neil Keen in this issue makes good the recent pro- 
mise, but we shall not attempt to chart the path for a beginning racer until 
the pro-non-pro factions have reached agreement to everyone’s satisfaction. 

Meantime, Cycle News will devote its pages to uniting the bitterly- 
opposed associations and personalities who hold the destiny of our sport. 
Our columnists represent nearly every important faction, and each is qualified 
to state the case of his side. 

We shall avoid taking sides in many disputes since we generally dis- 
cover that all sides are often wrong as well as right. Until recently the 
motorcycle game existed in the back waters of the sporting pond. Only in the 
past few months have currents indicated that motorcycle racing is on the 
move. When the individual factions realize that we have to steer together if 
this same boat we are all in is going to get anywhere, then they'll be on our 


side. ——Chuck Clayton

Being curious, we called, and 
reached Peter Rachtman, a bike- 
riding personal manager who spark- 
plugs the neophyte group (and,in- 
cidentally, subscribes to Cycle 
News). He explained that the club is 
receiving quite a response as Pat 
Boone, Alex Cord, co-star of “Stage- 
coach,” Jerry Hellman, producer of 
“Fine Madness,” and singer Johnny 
Rivers have all inquired. 

Rachtman says that the group will 
be loosely organized at best, since 
most persons in the entertainment 
field are notably adverse to regimen- 
tation. There will be no meetings, 
no club name, no rules—the whole 
point will be freedom to pursue the 
sport of motorcycling with others in 
the industry who share a common 
interest in pleasure riding. And a 
fine idea it is. 





Team Cycle World Cancelled

that Team Cycle World which was going 
to participate in the Isle of Man TT was 
cancelled. Cancellation was caused by 
the maritime shipping strike which is 
now going on in England. In order for 
the team to do an adequate job of re- 
presenting the United States, it was 
felt they must arrive with their equip- 
ment by May 31st, but because of the 
shipping strike it was not possible. We 
hope that possibly Cycle World maga- 
zine and Yamaha will get together and 
try to organize a team again for the 
1967 event. I know Yamaha and Cycle 
World Publisher J. C. Parkhurst are 
both very disappointed, They spent a 
great deal of time and money in pre- 
paring the equipment and taking care of 
the necessary arrangements to send 
overthis team, only to have it cancelled. 


SCRAMBLIN 
AROUND

We went to the Nelson Benefit Sunday 
and had a good time. The Antelope 
Ramblers threw a good race, their paper 
work is well-handled and the only com- 
plaint came from some riders who arrived 
too late to signup. Closing times for en- 
tries had been printed on the posters 
and it is a club’s right to close signup 
at whatever time they choose. This eli- 
minates constantly adding to heat lists, 
or the problem of starting with moto- 
crosses and having to switch to elimina- 





tion heats as more riders keep signing 
up. " 

The latecomers were told by Jean 
Carter that, as it was a Benefit, they 
could ride if they wanted to pay an extra 
fee, bringing the tab to $5.00. This up- 
set them we hear, because they felt that 
if that was the case, then the entries 
really weren’t closed. Clubs at times 
even put on a poster that if you are late 
at signup it’s going to cost you extra, 
but not this time——just the closing times 
on each class were listed. The riders 
feel that they were being discriminated 
against by being asked for an extra fee, 
and if the entries were closed, they were 
closed, period. No amount extra should 
make a difference. Jean Carter felt that 
the extra fee wasn’t off-base, but if it 
hadn’t been a Benefit he wouldn’t have 
let them signup for any price. They 
should just show up on time. The argu- 
ments that go on during a day at a 
scrambles! 


Wise Compromise 


We still want to see that Class “C” 
Amateur-Expert ban on riding Sportsman 
events changed to a workable one. Such 
as perhaps allowing Class C Amateurs 
and Novices to ride and banning only 
the Experts. Personally, I’d like to see 
them riding any time they want to, but in 
their own group (although there’re not 
that many of them who do come to a 
scrambles all at one time, even for a 
National). By the time a man is an Ex- 
pert TT rider he is past the point of 
wanting the number one Sportsman plate 
to put on his bike. He just wants to 
come out and ride once in awhile for the 
fun of it. Most of the time he is a dif- 
ferent breed of cat from the died-in-the- 
wool flattracker who only rides that type 
of event. Think through a list of the 
Ascot winners and you'll see my point. 
Quite a few of them only ride TT events 
and then Sportsman events and the des- 
ert, and most of them have separate 
equipment they ride on their “fun” days. 

Like one Class C rider told me, he 
knows he doesn’t do real well at TT 
events, and he likes to come out and ride 
a scrambles once in awhile for the pure 
fun of riding, and he resents being told 
that he can no longer do this. He has 
taken time to write the AMA to protest. 
He is not the only one in this bracket. 
There are quite a few riders who’ve 
been around for awhile and who have 
never completely attained the “star” 
status as an Expert. Nevertheless, they 
always do well in competition, usually 
finishing toward the middle and back of 
the pack, ride only TT events (eight a 
year if they ride just Ascot), and like to 
scramble or hill-climb once in awhile. 
Now they can’t, and they should have 
their place in the system of things too. 
Or at least the “Amateur” professionals 
should.

DRAG 


RACING

Two Triumphs, a Harley and Nor- 
ton defeated all contenders and re- 
ceived the cash awards at Irwindale 
Saturday. The fastest and closest 
competition for class runoff was be- 
tween Don Harris and his 650 Tri- 
umph Fueler and Chuck Adams 
Special 45-inch Triumph. 

Each bike was running below 11 
seconds for the quarter-mile and above 
130 mph. When the elimination was 
staged, no odds were given as to who or 
how fast the winner would be. From the 
starting line to the finish lights a human 
judge couldn’t have declared which bike 
had the lead. Thanks to our electronic 
timing devices, our judgment isn’t neces- 
sary and Don Harris received the class 
trophy plus a chance at the Top Fuel 
bike money. 

The first race for Top Fuel was be- 
tween Murray and Cook’s twin-engine 
Triumph and this columnist’s Honda. I 
almost lost my way to the lights as Jim 
Cook left the Honda in the rubber smoke 
and won the round. Don Harris was then 
placed on the road which leads to the 
starting line and awaited his chance 
against the double.

Not to be without racing, we took a 
rapid trip to the: coast and south to the 
Santa Maria Drag strip near Pismo 
Beach. Knowing it would be too late in 
the day for competing, we asked to make 
single runs and were surprised when the 
strip offered to put up ten dollars for a 
handicap race between us and two other 
bikes. One of the contenders was Ed 
McDonald who is well known at our local 
strips.

What’s It Like? 


Santa Maria is an ideal drag strip for 
riders of drag and scrambler combination 
bikes.

The 
shutoff area is approximately a half-mile 
long and if you couldn’t stop, there is a 
solid barricade of eucalyptus trees at 
the end.

Jack Warren, younger brother of Eddie 
Warren, came through as expected to 
win the amateur final, beating Denny 
Kannenberg from Minneapolis, Minn.

main event. Even though Russ Rob- 
inson was able to beat Dave in the 
Trophy Dash, he was unable to do 
better than secondin the main event. 

Thursday night saw the opening of 
the A.C.A. flattrack season at South 
Gate Raceway. The new 1/8th-mile 
course proved to be very interesting and 
exciting for both the riders and the 
spectators. With the new tight corners 
and the long straightaways, riders are 
able to do a great deal more passing 
than on some of the shorter short tracks. 

The 50cc Trophy Dash and main 
event went to Dave Smith on his To- 
hatsu. Smith has started off dominating 
this class as he did throughout the ‘65 
season. Dave Ham did a repeat perfor- 
mance of his Wednesday Orange County 
feat by winning the 100cc main. 

The 250cc “B” main event went to 
John Selson on a Bultaco. In hot pur- 
suit and challenging John all the time 
was Tommy Bannon on a BSA. The 
250cc ““А'”” main event was won by 
Preston Petty on a Greeves. Preston 
took over the lead on the last lap when 
the leader, Rick Woods, drifted high on 
the north turn and Preston was able to 
pass on the inside and take over the 
lead. Third place in this event went to 
Lee Stumpenhaus, also on a Greeves.

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approved AMArule governing professional 
racers riding non-professional events 
is causing some dissention among the 
non-professional groups who don’t under- 
stand its purpose? 

KEEN: Yes, I’m well aware of it. To 
set the record straight, the rules states 
that Class C Amateur and Expert riders 
will not be permitted to compete in 
sportsman scrambles, short track or 
hillclimb events. You will notice it 
does not affect Novice riders. It doesn’t 
forceanyone to compete or not to compete 
in any class for which he is eligible. 
It simply doesn’t make it the rider’s 
prerogative to be a professional one 
day, an amateur the next, and back to 
professional the third day. Once a 
rider has chosen to advance from Novice 
(Formula C) to professional status, he 
no longer is eligible to compete in 
certain classes; for instance, against 
Novices or in certain non-professional 
events. The AMA is not forcing any- 
thing on us. It simply is a clarification 
of a rider's status, as in tennis, golf 
or football. 


Why The Rule Is Needed 


As for specific reasons why we must 
have this rule, may I start by reminding 
you that AMA racing is the only suc- 
cessful sport in the world that forces 
amateurs to compete against profes- 
sionals. We feel, as professional racers, 
that it is grossly unfair to force a 
rider who buys and supports his own 
machine, and whose total intent is to 
have fun (and these riders are of course 
the reason for being for the entire 
motorcycle industry) to compete against 
highly trained, factory-sponsored, pro- 
fessional] athletes. 

We, as professionals, feel that having 
attained the status and accepted the 
responsibility of being a full-fledged 
journeyman racer, a man should compete 
as often as possible, under the safest, 
most lucrative professional conditions 
possible. We feel that a necessary part 
of these professional conditions is 
adequate insurance coverage and medical 
facilities. This you realize is a luxury 
not afforded non-professional compet- 
itors by any insurance company. 

There are other areas outside of 
California that do not have any money- 
paying events at all. Instead, races are 
held under every professional condition 
except for the payment of purses. They 
hold races’ at prepared race courses, 
they have track maintenance equipment, 
the races are professionally advertised, 
they have grandstands, and they are 
held in many instances at night under 
the lights. In several areas the races 
are sanctioned as ‘‘scrambles’’ and are 
in fact promoted by professional pro- 
moters and held on fairgrounds half- 
mile tracks. These conditions lead us 
to believe that someone is making money 
and isn't paying his employees--the 
racers. 

We feel as professional racers that 
it is very bigoted, illogical and unfair 
of us to expect a big-time professional 
promoter like J.C. Agajanian to pay 
top prize money for TT races if the 
same men take the same machines out 
the next day and race for free. 

Without men of the stature of Aggie, 
professional racing would be nil. May 
I doubly remind you that only through 
their professional counterparts do ANY 
amateur sports gain prominence.

went, on the minute for a total of 66 
TA making approximately 264 riders 
in all. 

About 20 miles out, we came down a 
small road, hit a larger one and turned 
right. We proceeded down this road for 
about five miles and suddenly realized 
it wasn't the way as there were people 
coming back and all kinds of “turn 
around" signs on the shoulders. We went 
back to the turn and there was this little 
path leading off the shoulder, down over 
a bank, then a quick left, into a tube 
and out into a sand wash. 

Thanks to heaven there was no secret 
check in that wash, because they would 
have caught a lot of us first riders ‘way 
late and we would have lost a bunch of

At Hi-Vista, we came in about one 
minute hot, had a 20-minute gas check 
to refuel and make any minor adjustments 
necessary. 

Out-bound from Hi-Vista to Four Cor- 
ners (Kramer's Jct.), we crossed the 
old Lost Angels hare scrambles course 
and got on a pole line road that went out 
toward Hwy. 395. At the highway we 
turned north and ran parallel to the road 
all the way to Four Corners. I noticed 
some of the people onthe highway check- 
ing us and probably wondering what in 
heck we were doing out there in all that 
cobby old desert, thrashing around, when 
there was all that beautiful road to ride 
on. (The same thought passed my mind 
after about the 100,000th bump.) At Four 
Corners, a 20-minute gas stop. 

Leaving Four Corners, we headed out 
across the desert in a north-easterly 
direction and soon crossed over into the 
vast expanse of the J&R Ranch, and 
came boiling into Red Mountain for a one- 
hour lunch break, gas, fix-um-up, and so 
forth. Cold Metrecal and à beer chaser, 
wow!!! 

Right at the point of leaving Red Mt. 
for the 68-mile afternoon loop, I sudden- 
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ly realized that I was starting to tire. I 
couldn't understand it. I rode the Green- 
horn the year before and I never once 
felt tired and this year didn't seem to 
be any worse or rougher. I couldn't make 
up my mind which was worse, my stiff 
leg muscles or the throttle hand that felt 
numb clear to the elbow, or the sorer 
posterior. At this point I kept crashing 
in some of the most ridiculous places, 
like in sand washes and turns in fire 
roads. My rear tire felt like it was flat, 
but it wasn't. What had happened was 
my rear shocks had completely wasted 
and that do strange things to one's 


hine. к 
macane. Good Samaritan 


Along about this far into the course, 
some 140 miles, physical fittness is of 
the essence. For one who was not in 
shape, riding every week to keep that 
way, it was pure murder. 

My mouth felt full of cotton candy, 
and I would have given anything for a 
drink of water. About two-thirds of the 
way around this loop there was a Good 
Samaritan sitting at a road crossing giv- 
ing a drink of water to riders who wanted 
it. Man, it was pure nectar; hot, but pure 
nectar. This rejuvenated me for a while, 
but it was really only a figment of my 
imagination, as I was just as tired and 
thirsty in 10 miles again. Boy, if I could 
only go back 20 years younger at this 
point. 

We came along a railroad track and 
there was a crowd of people who thought 
their riders might need some water or 
gas, Still 15 miles to go to Inyokern. 

There it was, at last,the gas check 
and a 20-minute rest. I only had 10 min- 
utes late, so at this point I tucked my 
tail between my legs and admitted de- 
feat and quit. 

I’m probably not the only one by any 
stretch of the imagination who was tired, 
sore and thirsty. For instance, Rose- 
marie Martino, the only girl riding in the 
100cc class, went 205 miles before she 
was disqualified for being one minute 
overthe hour late. At the time Rosemarie 
really didn't care as her hand was 
blistered and she was so tired and sore, 
but Sunday morning she was ready to go 
again and felt bad about being disquali-

fied. But frankly, I was tickled to be 
sitting in that van with my buddy Mil 
Green and my wife driving us back to 
Red Mountain while old buddy and I did 
honors to two big coolers full of ice 
cold beer and talked about the run. 

After Inyokern, the riders pretty much 
followed the course as it was last year, 
over the mountains and across the 
Searles Valley and up the back side of 
Government Peak and into Red Mountain 
for the night layover. 


'Dead' but still Riding 


Had a chat with Lloyd Larson who 
has ridden every Greenhorn since 1952. 
This one makes his 14th and he is 66. A 
few years back his doctors told him he 
was a dead man, and then he started 
riding motorcycles. Boy, I should live 
so long as to be that healthy when I'm 
66 years old. 

Sunday mom at 6:01, the first riders 
took off on the second day and to make 
along ride short they repeated Saturday's 
course through Inyokern, in reverse with 
a couple of variations. For one they 
went a bit farther to the west and. used 
some of the old prospectors’ enduro 
trails over the El Paso Mountains. After 
leaving Inyokern, they followed Satur- 
day's trail in reverse except they turned 
back toward Red Mountain sooner, there- 
by eliminatingthat section of rocky fence 
line that we rode by on Saturday p.m. 

In at Red Mountain for one-hour chow 
break, and then back out on the final leg 
of the return run to Pearblossom — only 
95 miles to go. 

For some reason or another, J&R 
Ranch revoked the use of their land for 
the return trip, so it was re-routed down 
the highway for about 8 or 10 miles and 
then to Four Comers. From there it fol- 
lowed the Saturday morning course in 
reverse back into Hi-Vista for a gas 
stop and then to Pearblossom for the 
finish. 

Incidentally, I must commend the 
Pasadena M.C. on their splendid job of 
staging the 20th Annual Greenhorn En- 
duro. with the cooperation of various law 
enforcement agencies throughout the 
entire 400-mile desert run.

AMA club charter number 1434 and re- 
quested that a member of the Executive 
Board attend one of their meetings to 
determine if CBM is qualified to become 
a member club of the RRC. 

Robert O. Fee, co-ordinator of CBM, 
explained to me later that if they are ad- 
mitted to the Road Riders Committee 
they will be in a position to expand their 
activities and ‘‘really get some public 
relations work done.’’

“Everyone who contributes 
money or time to a worthwhile cause 
wants some form of recognition for their 
efforts," says Fee. ''The lack of this is 
one ofthe reasons that previous attempts 
in this direction have failed." 

Membership in CBM will not in any 
way conflict with other club activities 
or obligate the member to work on the 
various projects of the Committee. Ac- 
tive participation in the work of the 
group will always be on a volunteer 
basis. 

The Committee for Better Motorcy- 
cling is organized around a hard core of 
“Chairmen” who gather about them 
groups of riders willing to put a little 
time and effort into improving our sport. 
The different projects originate from 
every conceivable source, are planned 
and organized by one of the chairmen 
and cleared through the co-ordinator 
whose job it is to prevent duplication of 
effort and provide for an exchange of 
ideas between the chairmen and their 
respective sub-committees,
